Kim’s mom, Kris Jenner, advised her daughter 
to pay Kanye “a little more attention” in order 
to “keep him calm.” Kim said, “I don’t have 
much more to give.” 

As far as her marriage is concerned, Kim is 
all tapped out. “She is planning to leave Kanye 
the moment she welcomes her fourth child into 
the world via surrogate,” a source says of the re¬ 
ality star, who shares children North, 5, Saint, 
3, and 15-month-old Chicago with Kanye, 41. 
Over the course of their seven-year relation¬ 
ship, the moody musician’s unpredictable be¬ 
havior — insulting friends Jay-Z and Beyonce 
during a concert, calling slavery a “choice” in 
an interview, bursting into tears at a Paris fash¬ 
ion show last June— have long upset the disci¬ 
plined, business-minded entrepreneur. But his 
new demands that she dote on him constantly 
may have brought her to a breaking point. The

Hills, Calif., over his jealousy: “He accused 
her of not giving him enough attention. It 
got out of control. Kim needs her freedom — 
she went and got the kids and stormed out, 
slamming the door!” 

Now momager Kris is in damage-control 
mode trying to salvage her daughter’s almost 
five-year union — Kim’s third marriage — to 
the volatile hip-hop star, who’s been open 
about suffering from bipolar disorder. “Kris 
is a huge fan of Kanye’s and is trying to talk 
Kim out of going through another humiliat¬ 
ing divorce,” says the source. “Plus, now that 
there are kids involved there’s bound to be a 
messy custody battle. Also, a divorce can be 
costly for Kim!” But the reality star, 38, is 
having none of her mom’s pleading. Says the 
source, “Kim went home and changed the 
locks when Kanye wasn’t there.” 


INSIDE THE RIFT 

Resentment between Kim and Kanye 
has been building for some time. With 
two of her sisters in crisis — Khloe’s now- 
ex-boyfriend, NBA player Tristan Thomp¬ 
son, was famously caught in a cheating 
scandal with family friend Jordyn Woods, 
while Kylie Jenner has been going through 
a rough patch with her baby daddy, rapper 
Travis Scott — Kim has been focusing on 
her extended family. It’s a reality Kanye re¬ 
sents. “Kanye lectures Kim about spending 
too much time with them,” says the source. 

But Kim, for her part, feels like there’s a 
double standard. Her erratic husband often 
takes off to record his albums in far-flung 
locales (Paris, Wyoming, San Francisco), 
leaving Kim and the kids behind. “The way 
she sees it, there’s one rule for Kanye and 
another for her,” says the source. “He goes 
wherever he wants, but when he’s in LA he 
expects Kim to run around after him 24/7. 
She feels more like his babysitter than his 
wife.” (Kim recently told Vogue that Kanye 
was trying to cut back on traveling because 
it “set[s] off” his bipolar depression, adding 
that he’s not on any antidepressants. “Being 
on medication is not really an option be¬ 
cause it just changes who he is,” she said.) 

CALLING ALL THE SHOTS 

Kanye’s need to control everything in their 
lives has also caused Kim major stress, 
sources say. (Remember the 2018 episode of 
KUWTK when he blew up because he didn’t 
like the color Band-Aid she gave him?) Their

most recent battle: what will happen in the 
delivery room when their surrogate gives 
birth. While they both agree that it will 
be filmed for the E! reality series, “Kanye 
wants to take over creative direction by 
turning what is supposed to be a personal 
moment into a full-blown, over-the-top 
show,” says the source. 

To that end, he invited Kim’s estranged 
stepparent, Caitlyn Jenner, and her steady 
companion, Sophia Hutchins, according to 
the source, who says, “Kim went ballistic 
when she found out and said no way. Kris 
was fuming, too.” But Kanye thought that 
because Kim wanted the whole family to be 
present for the birth, “it was only fair to in¬ 
clude Caitlyn, too,” says the source. 

Another bone of contention: the baby’s 
name. “Kanye wants to name the baby King, 
but Kim thinks it’s a silly name and would 
rather go for something a bit cooler,” says 
the source. “She likes the name Miracle 
because she used her last frozen egg.” 

Even small fights like those upset Kanye 
— so much so that he “goes MIA,” according 
to the source. “When Kanye’s pissed, he’ll 
switch off his cellphone and disappear for 
hours at a time so that he can clear his head. 
Kim’s worried that if the surrogate goes into 
labor early, she won’t be able to reach him 
and he’ll miss the birth. The problem is 
Kanye isn’t great at taking responsibility for 


his own actions and will probably blame 
Kim if this happens.” 

WALKING AWAY 

If Kanye does make it to the birth, that joy¬ 
ous occasion will likely be one of his last 
times together with Kim as a family. “Af¬ 
ter years of being a supportive wife, there’s 
only so much she can take,” says the source. 
“There’s no reason for her to stay trapped 
in a bad marriage. This isn’t a rocky patch 
they’re going through — they’ve been un¬ 
happy for years.” (Another insider notes 
that she stuck around for years because 
“she’s terrified” of what his reaction will be 
if they split.) 

And while the thought of being alone for 
the first time in nearly a decade scares her, 
says the source, Kim is ready to be indepen¬ 
dent again. She revealed to Vogue that she’s 
studying to become a lawyer to continue her 
advocacy work for criminal justice reform, 
with an eye toward taking the bar exam 
in 2022. 

She also takes comfort in knowing that 
she has her children, which are the best 
thing to result from her tumultuous mar¬ 
riage. “She keeps telling herself,” says the 
source, “that she’s got the amazing family 
she always dreamed of and is strong enough 
to deal with whatever the consequences 
may be of leaving Kanye.” ■

Now more Real Housewives 
shows are at risk, a source close to 
the network tells In Touch. “Bravo’s 
invincible franchise isn’t so invin¬ 
cible anymore.” 

The Real Housewives of New York 
City, The Real Housewives of New 
Jersey and The Real Housewives of 
Beverly Hills are close to crumbling, 
says the source, “and it could be the 
end of the Housewives as we know it.” 
As some of the shows’ most watch- 
able stars reevaluate their commit¬ 
ments to their franchises — and 
jockey for higher salaries — it means 
one thing, adds the source: “All three 
shows are in serious jeopardy.” 

ENOUGH! 

RHONY, which is currently airing 
Season 11, is at risk of losing its most 
watchable drama queen, insiders 
say. “The show has been in trouble 
ever since Jill [Zarin, 55] left as a 
full-time cast member,” explains 
the source. “They thought Bethenny 
[Frankel, 48] would be the magic bul¬ 
let, but she’s feuding with all of her 
castmates and feels she’s above all of 
them — and she may threaten to walk 
again.” Or she could demand a fatter 
paycheck to stay, which wouldn’t 
sit well with her co-stars, who re¬ 
portedly were furious when she got

$1.5 million to return to the show — 
much more than any of them make, 
says the source. “So whether Bethen¬ 
ny stays or goes, the show is in trou¬ 
ble. If she stays and gets even more 
money, there maybe a mutiny!” 

Many viewers tune in to RHONJ 
for one woman: Teresa Giudice, 46. 
“She is the show,” says the source. 
But despite her nine-season run, 
she’s not a sure thing moving for¬ 
ward, says the source.

Wendy Williams braces 
for a confrontation with 
the woman who may have 
torpedoed her marriage 

I t was the elephant in the room. As 
audience members filed into the 
studio for the April 11 taping of 
Wendy Williams’ talk show in NYC, 
the notifications popped up on their 
phones: The host had filed for di¬ 
vorce after nearly 22 years of mar¬ 
riage to her husband, Kevin Hunt¬ 
er, amid rumors that he cheated 
and impregnated his longtime mistress. 
“Everybody was on edge, talking about 
it, thinking it,” one guest, Natasha, told 
In Touch, but when she got onstage, Wen¬ 
dy said “nothing about it. What happened 
to her was disgusting, but there were no 
tears at all. She seemed normal.” 

She was saving her ire for a specific 
target. An insider says Wendy is plan¬ 
ning a showdown with the other woman, 
34-year-old massage therapist Sharina 
Hudson, whom sources say Kevin has 
lavished with gifts, including cash for her 
New Jersey apartment and a car. “Even 
though Wendy is finally divorcing Kevin, 
she’s still delusional when it comes to his 
actions — she blames the mistress most of 
all,” says the insider. And while Wendy, a 
recovering cocaine addict who had been 
staying in a sober living facility to deal 
with stress until mid-April, was not yet 
“strong enough” for a fight, says the insid¬ 
er, “when she is, she wants to confront the 
woman who wrecked her marriage. Shari¬ 
na is public enemy No. 1 in Wendy’s book.” 

FACE-TO-FACE 

Especially because Sharina and Kevin 
are still very much together. In Touch 
has learned. While Sharina reportedly 
gave birth to Kevin’s child in March, In 
Touch has obtained exclusive photos of 
the other woman outside her New Jersey 
condo — which is just miles from Wendy’s 
home — in early April, showing what still 
looks like a baby bump. And according to 
an eyewitness, Kevin, 46, has been living 
there with her. “Every day Kevin leaves 
the show taping in the city, stops at his and 
Wendy’s house and goes inside for an hour 
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or so, sometimes taking out the trash, and 
then drives right to Sharina’s house in a 
different car than he arrived in,” says the 
witness. “Kevin and Sharina always seem 
very comfortable and happy together.” 

Wendy is outraged that they’re playing 
house and calls Sharina “a home-wreck¬ 
er,” says the insider, adding that the talk 
show host will have no problem saying 
that to her face. “And it won’t be pretty.” 
Indeed, the 54-year-old — known for 
asking tough, personal questions of her 
guests on the show — will give Sharina the 
grilling of her life. “What Wendy mainly 
wants to know is why. Why did Sharina 
stay with Kevin for all these years?” And 
if Sharina’s answers aren’t to Wendy’s lik¬ 
ing, well...just watch out. “Wendy’s not a 
fighter,” says the insider, “but she’s wor¬ 
ried she won’t be able to control herself.” 

It’s likely Kevin, who reportedly flew 
into a rage after being served divorce pa¬ 
pers — which Wendy allegedly had gift- 
wrapped! — will feel some heat, too. “I 
can see Wendy writing a tell-all book to 
spill her secrets about him,” says a second 
source. “She will have the last laugh.” ■

E verything about Gypsy Rose 
Blanchard’s life was a lie. 
For more than two decades, 
her mother. Dee Dee, exert¬ 
ed horrifying control over her, con¬ 
vincing doctors that Gypsy needed 
to be confined to a wheelchair, out¬ 
fitted with a feeding tube, operated 
on and forced to take medication for 
a slew of conditions — leukemia, 
muscular dystrophy, epilepsy, asth¬ 
ma, chromosomal defects and vi¬ 
sion and hearing issues — that ex¬ 
perts now say she didn’t actually 
have. Desperate to escape the abuse, 
Gypsy and a secret boyfriend she’d 
met online in 2012, Nicholas Gode- 
john, plotted to murder Dee Dee in 


2015. Now, nearly four years into a 
decade-long prison term at Mis¬ 
souri’s Chillicothe Correctional 
Center, life is actually “good,” Gypsy 
has said. “I feel like I’m freer in pris¬ 
on because now I can just live like a 
normal woman.” 

A woman who’s planning to get 
married, insiders say! The 27-year- 
old, whose mother convinced her 
she was four years younger, fell in 
love with a man who reached out to 
her a year and a half ago after seeing 
a documentary about her case and 
became her prison pen pal, family 
friend Francesca “Fancy” Macelli 
tells In Touch, and they got engaged 
early this year. “He visits her and 


they talk several times a week,” says 
Macelli, adding that Gypsy wants to 
keep her fiance’s identity private. 
“Getting engaged is just one of many 
things she wouldn’t have ever been 
able to do with her mom.” 

HER NEW NORMAL 

Gypsy is “taking it slow” with her 
new fiance, says Macelli, adding that 
the mystery man has forged a rela¬ 
tionship with Gypsy’s father. Rod, 
and his wife, who were kept at arm’s 
length by Dee Dee for decades. “They 
don’t know exactly what they’re go¬ 
ing to do when she gets out. It’s a long 
way down the road, obviously, so 
things can change.” 
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The 10-year 
prison sentence 
for second- 
degree murder 
"is good for me," 
says Gypsy, who 
no longer has 
contact with 
ex-boyfriend Nick 
(below, serving 
life for murder). 
"What I did was 
wrong. I'll have 
to live with it." 


For now, Gypsy is focused on tak¬ 
ing charge of her own life — despite 
being behind bars. “The prison I was 
living in before with my mom...I 
couldn’t walk, couldn’t eat, couldn’t 
have friends,” Gypsy has said. She, 
along with many experts, believes 
Dee Dee had Munchausen syndrome 
by proxy, a condition in which a care¬ 
giver falsifies or inflicts illness on an¬ 
other person to gain attention. De¬ 
spite years of unnecessary medical 
procedures, Gypsy thankfully has no 
lingering health issues. And though 
friends had been led by Dee Dee to 
believe Gypsy had the mental capac¬ 
ity of a 7-year-old, the young woman 
is now taking cosmetology and GED 


classes and “gets very good grades,” 
says Macelli. “This is the first time 
Gypsy’s had real interactions with 
people. She’s walking, eating what¬ 
ever she wants, doing her makeup 
and hair — things she was not afford¬ 
ed with her mother.” 

Gypsy’s loved ones are now fight¬ 
ing for her to be truly free. Her father 
started a Change.org petition to re¬ 
quest “any relief” from Missouri’s 
governor for her 10-year sentence, 
and she hopes to become an advocate 
when she gets out. “She wants to 
speak out on child abuse, Munchau¬ 
sen by proxy,” says Macelli, “and 
share what she experienced so other 
children can be helped.” ■
